‘The dodpes resorted to with 
wyiew to bumbuezte inalignant spirits ure 
deseribed with imuoh humounr, “Lhe au 
thoress here, as throughout her whole buok, 
wailes alusust vatirely on the basis of nerd 
peraonal observations nade by herseltin Wue 
chang. Nevertheleus aimost every siugle de- 
tailotthege curiosities of nursery life, vbgerv. 
ed in Wuchong, owy be notived daily umong 
the Chinese of Mongkong and Cunton, and, 
wo dure suy, in every nyok and corner of the 
eighteen provinces of China: so great is the 
“homogeneity of the vuriuus Chinese races, 
‘The vexed question of Chinese infuaticide 
ig dealt with in a siinple and practical way, 
tho authoress being ovidentiy of opinion 
that infanticide ia China is contlued to 
fowale children and that it is practised 
only at the moment of birth, ‘Lhe old 
hackneyed story of ¢the baby tower, 
creoted outsidy most cities’ is “repeated. 
We havo no douot auch towers roust ‘bo 
“in existoned somewhere in soine proviaces, 
thiugh we have ourselves passwd through 
many vitiey in South-China without ever 
seoluy or hearing of the existence of one, 
but we think the question of tho actual ex.
